It is a 
neurotransmitter (a 
chemical) present in 
the brain, nerve cells 
& gut and regulates 
signal intensity. 


What -Serotonin Does? 


e Serotonin levels can dramatically a ter our behavior. Levels too 
high can lead to sedation, whereaslow levels are associated 
with debilitating psychiatric conditions`and sudden infant death 
syndrome (SIDS). 


e When serotonin levels are ow, we're more «on, and 
when they're =- , we're oo er. Many depression drugs 
target the serotonin system by attempting to artificially boost 
serotonin levels or sensitivity. 


Serotonin in the Gut 

Very few know that about © © 90 percent of the human body’s total 
serotonin is found in specialized cells in our guts, not n our brains. In fact, 
serotonin was tied to food long before it became an important mood 
hormone. In many species, © © rectly tied to appetite — deplete serotonin, 
and they act like they are starving. They hunt for food, put off mating and 
egg laying, and generally do whatever they can to find another bite to eat.
